PURPOSE 
e The purpose of this meeting is to thank Governor Snyder for his strong support for 
the Gordie Howe International Bridge (GHIB) project, and to discuss transition as his 


tenure as governor comes to end. 


KEY CONSIDERATIONS 


e This call has been scheduled at the request of Governor Snyder's office in order to 
discuss how to ensure a smooth transition as Governor-elect Gretchen Whitmer’s 
term is set to begin on January 1, 2019. 


KEY BACKGROUND 

e Governor Snyder signed the Canada-Michigan Crossing Agreement in 2012 on 
behalf of Michigan in order to allow the GHIB project to proceed, and he has been a 
steadfast proponent of the project ever since. 

e Governor-elect Whitmer, a Democrat, was elected Governor of Michigan on 
November 6, succeeding Republican Governor Rick Snyder. Governor Snyder was 
not eligible to seek re-election as Governor due to term limits. 


e Ensuring a smooth transition to the new administration is vital as Michigan’s efforts 
will be necessary in order to finalize U.S. property acquisition so that construction 
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can proceed as planned, as well as facilitating other project requirements such as 
securing permits. 


e As Michigan will be co-owner with Canada of the GHIB, Governor Snyder will have 
important insights on key considerations as the project moves forward into the 
design-build phase. 


PROPOSED TALKING POINTS 


e | would like to thank you, on behalf of the Government of Canada, for the strong 
support you have shown for the Gordie Howe International Bridge project. 


e Ensuring this crossing is completed is vital to Canada and Michigan’s long-term 
economic prosperity, facilitating trade and creating thousands of jobs on both sides 
of the border. 


e As you know, we recently reached significant milestones with the completion of the 
procurement process and the official start of construction — this would not have been 
possible without your strong commitment to the project’s success. 


e How can we work together to ensure Michigan’s strong support for the project 
continues as Michigan transitions to a new administration?
